COMMITTED FOR FRAUD. 

LONDON, Feb. 23.—James William Hobbs of 
the rm ot J. W. Hobbs & Co., limited, and 
Henry Granville Wright, solicitor, were to- 
day committed for trial along with G. New- 
man & Co., limited, on charges of forgery 
and fraudin connection with the ruin of the 
Liberator Building Society. The evidence 
showed that for about ten years past Hobbs 
&Co., had conducted, with the connivance 
and assistance of Wright, a system of fraud 
upon the Liberator Building Society. 
George Charles Kentis, who had been 
for many years cashier for Hobbs & 
Co., explained the methods which 
had been followed. False bills were 
accepted by Hobbs, purporting to 
be drawn by merchants who supplied tim- 
ber and material to Hobbs. It was not in- 
tended to pay the money on the bills tothe 
firms whose names were used, and these 
firms were unaware of their existence. The 
bills were accepted by Hobbs and given to 
Wright, and the accounts paid by the Liber- 
ator Building Society, which financed the 
business of Hobbs & Co. Another method of 
defrauding the Liberator Society was dy in 
creasing the wage sheet and thereby receiv- 
ing a larger amount from the society each 
week to meet the expenditure for wages 
than was actually necessary. Kentis did this 
by direction of Hobbs, to whom 
Kentis handed the greater part of the 
amouat overcast, keeping a little himself. 
Another clerk named Bailey, who was not in 
the secret, noticed the fraudulent overcast- 
ing and reported to Hobbs, who, in order to 
keep up appearances, had to remove Kentis, 
but procured him a place elsewhere at a 
larger salary. Although the amounts in- 
volved in the actual charges against Hobbs, 
Wright and Newman are comparatively 
small, the amount of loss to the Liberator 
Society through mismanagement and fraud 
probably exceeds +£3,000,000 though the 
amount cannot be exactly known at 
present. The defendants were co mmitted 
without bail. 


RECIPROCITY THAT DON’T RECIPROCATE. 

HAVANA. Feb. 23.—The beet production of 
Europe has ruined that market for cane 
sugar, and not a single cargo of cane sugar 
was shipped heuce to the north of Europe 
during the last year. A car go of some 
thousand tons of sugar has been dispatched 
to Galveston, Tex. and the steamers of the 
Morgan Line go loaded to New Orleans. 
Sugar making goes on and priees 
are steady and fairly remunerative, 
but the frequent fires have destroyed millions 
of arrobas of the standing cane, which will 
greatly reduce the grand total of production. 
In some places 100 acres have been destroyed 
inafew hours. The frequent fires are, no 
doubt, the result of carelessnes of employes, 
who are using so much steam in the trans- 
portation of the cane. 

Payment of the recent export taxes on 
sugar is made under protest as itis consid- 
ered to be in violation of the terms of the 
treaty with the United States when the duty 
was abolished on certain grades of raw 
sugars upon the agreement on the part of 
Spain that all export duties should be done 
away with. This may lead to complicated 
dificulties with the United States resulting in 
the annulling of thetreaty with that Govern- 
ment. When the new administration goes 
into power March 8 this **reciprocity treaty’’ 
will no doubt receive a general overhauling 
and be brought into more reciprocal shape.

PANAMA CANAL LABORERS’ STRIKE. 

PANAMA, Feb. 23.—A majority of the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce of this city 
are favorable to the granting of an extension 
in time to the Panama Canal Co. At the 
meeting to be held ander their auspices 
they will probably express confidence 
in Mouchicourt’s ultimate success in his 
efforts to reorganize the company and 
will petition the Government at Bogota to 
grant M. Maugean extension of one year’s 
time. Only foreign merchants doing busi- 
ness onthe Isthmus, Colombian land hold- 
ers and canal or railway employes will be al- 
lowed to havea voice in the public meeting, 
but the merchants will send committees into 
the streets and seek signatures to petitions 
favoring the extension of the company. 
French money is plentiful on the Isthmus. 

There is a strong native element here that 
is opposed to the extension of time, and 
threatens to attend the meeting and interro- 
gate the French agents.

PITTsBUuRG, Pa., Feb. 23.—The two men, 
Edwards alias Bdward Ryan and Charles 
Sprague, who were arrested while attempt- 
ingto rob the Leechburg Bank, after they 
had killed Wm.

The burglars, more 
dead than alive, were forced up the car steps 
and the guards jumped aboard. The mob 
also boarded rain and followed the 
prisoners into the smoking car. Another 
fight started, in which everything not 
chained to the car was used as a weapon, 

The mob was finally beaten off, At Kittan- 
ning another crowd of would-be-lynchers 
met the train. Again was the yell of lynch 
them“ heard. Ali the way to the Court 
house the officers were followed by an angry 
mob. One shot was fired to keep the crowd 
back, but it only maddened them. The 
guards had to fight their way up the stone 
steps, and finally got inside the gates. Every 
one in the party was bleeding from cuts and 
wounds. The prisoners were so dly in- 
jured that they had to be half carried, being 
unable to walk. The jail gates were closed 
against the mob, and they remained outside 
hooting and shouting.

CHICAGO, III., Feb. B.—AN the switchmen 
employed in the yards of the Chicago & West- 
ern Indiana Belt Co. struck last evening at 5

WasHINGToN, D. O., Feb. 23.—To-day was 
named asthe date of the meeting 


of the Behring Sea Commission ot arbitration 


in Paris, but the time of meeting has been 
postponed. This was rendered necessary by 
the detention of Secretary of State Foster at 
Washington by the negotiation of the Hawa- 
flan matter. To-day Mr. Foster resigned 
from President Harrison’s Cabinet for the 
purpose of assuming the management of the 
ease of thé United States before the 
international tribunal. Secretary Foster 
will salli on Saturday on the new American 
steamship New York for Southampton, pro- 
ceeding then to Paris. He will be accom- 
panied from New York by Senator Morgan, 
one of the arbitrators; Hubbard T. Smith 
and Francois 8. Jones, attaches; Mrs, J. W. 
Foster; Miss Cockrell, daughter of Senator 
Cockrell; Miss Halford, daughter of Private 
Secretary Halford, and Miss Williams, 
daughter of Gen. Williams. Junge Blodgett. 
one ofthe American counsel, will also sail 
from New York on Saturday per the Nor- 
mandie. 

The Bohring Sea Commission is composed 
of seven members. Two of them have been 
chosen by President Harrison in behalf ot the 
United states, two by Queen Victoria in be- 
half of Great Britain, and the, remaining 
three, at the mutual request of the United 
States and Great Britain, by the President of 
France, the King of Italy and the King of 
Norway and Sweden respectively. The two 
United States arbitrators, appointed last 
June, are Senator, John T. Morgan of Ala- 
bama and Justice John M. Harlan of Ken- 
tucky, fourth ranking member of the Su- 
prome Court. The two British Commissioners 
are Rt. Hon. Lord Hannen and Sir John S. D. 
Thompson of Canada. President Carnot’s 
revresentative is Baron de Courcel, King 
Humbert's is Marquis Emilio Visconti- 

Venesta, and King Oscar’sis Gregers W. W. 


Gram. 
The counsel for the United States comprise 


Hon. Edward J. Phelps of Burlington, Vt.; 
Hon. Henry W. Blodgett of Chicago, and 
James C. Carter of New York. ‘The British 
counsel include Sir Charles Russell, Sir Rich- 
ard Webster and John Rigby of England, and 
Sir Charles Tupper of Canada. As will be 
observed, rarely has such an array of distin- 
guished jurists and eminent diplomats been 
gathered together anywhere to strive for the 
mastery in an international dispute. 

The controversy in relation to the fur seal 
fisheries in Behring Sea antedates by many 
years the purchase of Alaska by the United 
States. When Alaska was a province of 
Siberia, and under the Russian Government, 
the fishing of seal by non-Russian vessels 
within the seas bounded on the south by the 
Aleutian Islands was prohibited. Some na- 
tions make no objection to this proposition, 
agreeing tothe claim made by the Russians 
that the sea wasa mareclausam. When the 
United States purchased Alaska from the 
Russians it was subrogated to all the Russian 
rights. It was not until the country had 

assed intothe hands of the United States 

hat the full value of the fisheries became 

apparent. Then it was that British vessels, 
principally Canadian, swarmed in tite waters 
of the Aleutian Islands. Hence arose the 
controversy. 

It was admitted that no foreign vessel had 
a right to fish within three miles of the 
shore, but it was claimed that the sea was 
part of the Pacific Ocean and nota closed 
sea, and that, therefore, ail nations had 
equal rights of fishing in its waters. The 
seals, while swimming from their breeding 
grounds to the various islands, were 
slaughtered in immense numbers, 
these but a small percentage were saved. 

The United States Government sent war 
vessels to the Alaskan waters to prevent 
poaching, and many Canadian masters of 
sealing ships were arrested. ° 

nglish Government took the matter 
up and protested against the arrest of En- 
giish sailors on the high seas. The United 
States Government replied by claiming that 
both by nature and treaty the waters around 
the Alaskan Islands constituted a closed wee 
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As will be seen there are five distinct ques- 
tions to be settled by the High Court of Arbi- 
tration, but they are all involved in ths last 
one, which calls fora definition of the right 
of this country, ifany such right exists, to 
protest the fur-seal herd in the waters of 

hring Sea, but there is, nevertheless, ‘a 
certain advantage in having each of the 
other questions explicitly answered. For if 
it be admitted that Russia claimed and ex- 
ercised an exclusive jurisaictionin Behrin 
Sea while Owning Alaska, and that al 
her rights passed to us unimpaired, 
and 1 Great Britain either tacitly 
or expressly conceded Russia’s claims, the 
final question must be decided in our favor, 
and in so far as any one of these propositions 
is solved to our advantage, it becomes dim - 
cult to prejudice us on the main issus. That, 
however, willnot depend solely on the his- 
tory ofthe case, nor onthe general law of 
free seas, noron such precedents as may be 
cited to sustain or oppose the extraordinary 
claim of an especial jurisdiction beyond the 
marine league limit. ; 

When the tribunal reassembles Agents Fos- 
ter and Tupper will deliver in duplicate to 
the arbitrators and to each other a printed 
argument showing the points and referring 
tothe evidence upon which each depends, 
and each party will then support its respec- 
tive case with oral argument of counsel. 
The decision of the tribunal is to be rendered 
if possibie within three months from the 
close of argument on both sides. Allowing 
two weeks for argument and consultation, 
the decision would therefore be due about 
July 10 next. 

Among the speculations pena 2 in as to 
the verdict that wili be rendered by the arbi- 
trators, the general view is that the votes 
of the two United States arbitrators and 
those of the two English arbitrators will off- 
set each other, and that the Frenchman will 
naturally side with us and the Italian with 
Great Britain, leaving the Swede-Norwegian 
arbitrator to stand alone. Should he fall into 
the view held by the Britons the United 
States will have to pay a heavy bili of dam- 
ages and expenses, and lose control of the 
seal fisheries besides, not to mention the loss 
of jaternational prestige. 


MERCHANTS’ FvUOT BRIDGE 


The Bill Authorizing Its Construction Has 
Pass:d the Senate. 


As the bill authorizing the St. Louis & "Mad- 
ison Transfer Co. to construct a bridge over 
the Mississippi river passed the Senate yes- 
terday, and has been favorably reported on 
in the House, itis onlya matter of a few 
months before the Madison Transfer Co. 
will commence the construction of an attach- 
ment to the Merchants’ Bridge, at a cost of 
about $700,000. Ihe project has been consid- 
ered by the company forsome months past 
and a greater partof the sum necessary in 
the construction of the bridge was raised and 
arrangements were being made to ahead 
with the work, but Maj. Rainwater thought it 
bést to secure another charter for the 
attachment tothe bridge, which is respon- 
sible forthe delay. The attachment All be 
constructed on the south side of the bridge. 
Cylinder piers will be put in for the south 
side of the attachment to rest on, the north 
side resting on the main piers of the bridge. 
The bridge will be the same size in length, 
height and widthasthe Merchants’ Bridge, 
for the accommodation of vehicies, pedes- 
trians and streetcars. Assoonasthe char- 
ter has been received by the St. Louis & 
Madison Transfer Co. work will be begun at 
once and pushed rapidly forward, with the 
hope of having the attachment — — 
by December of this year. The bill will come 
upin the House this afternoon again and 
Maj.

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War With Hippolyte Would Serve to 
Pcpularize His Rule — Concessions 
Granted to a New York Syndicate of 
Financiers — Revolutionary Proclama- 
tion—Plotters in Jamaica. — 


„ Krxcston, Jamaica, Feb. 23.—News from 


San Domingo is to the effect that certain ne- 
gotiations between President Hereaux, Mr. 
Durham, Minister of the United States, and 
an American financial syndicate, has pro- 
voked an agitation against the President 
which, although not openly manifested, is 
general throughout the Republic. President 
Hereaux believes this feeling against him 
has been brought about through the agents 
of President Hippolyte of Hayti. Itis stated 
that the American syndicate referred to has 
offered to assist President Hereaux to over- 
throw the Haytian Government, he in return 
promising them valuable rights and privil- 
eges. 

The enemies or Hippolyte, the Haytien 
President, have been very busy in conveying 
this news to the people of Hayti,and increas- 
ing the uneasiness that is constantly felt 
there while Manigat and other exiles are 
ploting to set another revolt on foot. 

The impression seems to prevail in the 
minds of the San Domingo President and his 
Cabinet that a war with Hayti would seem to 
again bring his rule into popularity, and if 
aided by the American syndicate it could be 
successfully conducted. 


The American Financial Syndicate referred 
toabove was organized in New York some 
time ago with Smith M. Weed as President. 
Ithasa contract by which, beginning the 
firstof next month, it is to appoint all the 
customs officers and collect all the customs 
revenues of the Dominican republic, paying 
over tothe Dominican Government $90,000a 
month forits support. Itis expected that 
the customs revenues will amount to at least 
$2,000,000 a year. 

This contract isto secure the payment of 
the interest and principal of about $6,500- 
000 outstanding in bonds, the first issue of 
which was fioated by the Dutch banking 
firm of Westerndorp & Co, at 80 percent of 
the face value and 6 per cent interest, and 
subsequently was transferred, with the Do- 
minican Government’s consent, to the New 
York company. 

The bonds were issued to complete and 
equip a railway between Puerto Plata and 
Santiago de los Cabelleros, a distance of fifty 
miles or so. The American company ar- 
ranged, in addition to the collecting and dis- 
bursing of the customs revenues, to complete 
the railway from its present terminus at 
Bajabonico to Puerto Plata, about twelve 
miles, the Government to pay for the con- 
struc tion of this section in additional bonds 
to be issued. The Dominican Government 
gives the American company the right to 
operate the road for fifty years, practically 
going into partnership with the company 
and guaranteeing a minimum amount of 
gross receipts. 

The question of popular objection to this 
grant was considered by the company’s rep- 
resentatives in the light of Gen Luperon’s 
threatened invasion from St. Thomas and 
the plot of Don Genekoso Marcheno. The 
latter was nippedin the bud by Marchena 
being thrown into prison. The conclusion 
seems to have been reached that President 
Hereaux, who granted the concession and 
sighed the contract, will be able to protect 
the company in the enjoyment of its rights 
thus n oa 

According to thé report currént in Spain 
a grant of land accompanies the concession 
of the customs. Recent cablegrams state 
that the Madrid newspapers have taken up 
the topic. Zi Globo urged the Spanish Gov- 
ernmentto ‘‘oppose the American annexa- 
tion of Santo Domingo,’’ while Zi Tiempo 
advised Spainto join the Triple Alliance 
against France, as the latter country is 
+ to be friendly to the United 

ates.

The writer attempts to confuse the 
Russian people and the Russian Govern- 
ment and devotes much of his space to 
telling of the virtues of the people who de- 
serve the friendship of Americans. There 
is no doubt ofthis. The Russians have ex- 
hibited manly qualities of the highest 
order and it is just because of this that the 
people of this country are so bitterly 
hostile to the savage government which 
attempts by cruel means to suppress the 
virtues for which we love them. The 
Secretary begs the question on this point. 
He defends the persecution of the Jews by 
saying that theyare an alien people who 
cannot become Russianized and are not in 
sympathy with the institutions of the 
country. This want of sympathy makes 
them selfish and they make a large profit 
out of the other subjects of Alexander. 
This amounts to saying that only loss can 
flow from devotion to the Government, 
and that prosperity waits upon those only 
who do not love the Czar or his Govern- 
ment. 

It may be said, as the writer hints, 
that Russian internal affairs are no con- 
cern of the outside world. But as a mat- 
ter of practical fact when the Czar pursues 
a policy which causes a swarm of plun- 
dered people to settle in other countries, 
disturbing the relations of labor and 
capital, upsetting social usagesand de- 
ranging the whole industrial machine, it 
becomes the business of other nations to 
inquire closely into the Czar’s administra- 
tion. 

The article is couched in general terms 
and does not traverse any material allega- 
tion of Kennan and other writers who 
have denounced the Czar’s system of gov- 
ernment. It is a lame attempt to influence 
public opinion at atime when the Gov- 
ernment at St. Petersburg has an ax to 
grind in America.

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A CONTRAST. 


The contrast between the closing days 
of the Cleveland Administration and that 
of President Harrison cannot but strike 
the observer and suggest some fruitful 
thought. 

Four yearsago there was a surplus of 
more than F100, 000, 000 in the Treas- 
ury and the task proposed by 
Mr. Cleveland was to reduce 
taxation, relieve the people of their unnec- 
essary burdens and liberate commerce from 
some of its restrictions. He proposed also 
to introduce still more economies in the 
administration of the Government and 
gradually reduce expenses to a minimum, 
ample for legitimate purposes, but which 
should be no invitation to raiders and job- 
bers. He sought to keep the pension fund 
sacred for the maintenance or relief of real 
and deserving veterans and make the roll 
of pensioners one of honorand distinction. 
No rasping complications perplexed the 
State Department and foreign nations had 
no affronts or discourtesies laid up against 
us. When President Harrison took office 
he did not inherit a single vexation from 
his predecessor, 

But what of his bequeste to his succes- 
sor? Notonly is the easily manageable 
surplus gone, but a deficit existe in the 
face of obligations unparalleled in the his- 
tory of thecountry. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is engaged in a breathless at- 
tempt to sustain the Government credit 
and is seriously considering that most 
hateful of financial expedients, an in- 
crease of the interest-bearing debt. Under 
the Sherman law gold which is wanted 
is being paid out for silver notes 
to keep them at par and a 
premium on the yellow metal is looked for 
with shame and fear. Taxation has been 
enormously increased in answer to the de- 
mand of jobbers and protected interests, 
bounties are owing to steamshipcompanies 
and sugar planters, drafts for necessary 
public works are postponed in order to 
keep a few nickels in the Treasury; While 
trade is hampered by a thousand burden- 
some and costly restrictions. The pension 
fund has grown to colossal proportions, 
absorbing more than one-third of the rev- 
enues. Nvery camp follower and rear-

of the substance of a plundered people, 


while the decent veterans are forced to 
justify their decency in the face of 
the dishonor which has been cast 
upon them. A South American 
Republic, taunted and bullied, has 
been turned from friendship to enmity.

This is recognized 
in the treaty itself, which refers to subse- 
quent Congressional enactment which 
would be necessary to fulfill its conditions. 

Ifthe President should decline, there- 
fore, to lay all available information with 
regard to the conditions involved in the 
treaty and the consequences which would 
flow therefrom before the House, and thus 
secure its judgment upon the question in 
advance of any further step in the direction 
of annexation, he would invite still 
severer condemnation than his peculiar 
conduct hitherto has warranted. The ad- 
vantage to the annexationists of having 
the United States committed to their 
scheme by the indorsement of both the 
President and the Senate clear. The 
considerations which could then be urged 
against drawing out would give them a 
powerful lever to force the House into 
compliance with their plans. 

‘The charge of collusion in a conspiracy 
to entrap the United States into an unac- 
ceptable bargain would lie against the 
President. 

It is hardly possible that he will risk 
such a course. The adoption of the Tucker 
and Springer resolutions by the House 
would, therefore, be a fair assurance that 
the annexation movement will go no far- 
ther without fair investigation and delib- 
eration, which is a practical assurance 
that the Spreckels job will be nipped in 
the bud.

CUT HIS THROAT.

Jeptha H. Simpson, a Capitalist, Com- 
mits Suicide. 


THE OLD MAN MADE CAREFUL PREPA- 
BATIONS FOR HIS DEATH, 


His Body Found This Mornin; in His 
Room at 1023 Chestnut €trest—His 
Deed a Great Surpr se to His Friends, 
Although He Has Shown Signs of Men- 
tal Depression—His Estate. 


Jeptha H. Simpson, an old and wealthy 
widower, committed suicide some time last 
night in his room at 102342 Chestnut street. 
The act was done with a dull razor, 
plied along the throat with shock- 
ing deliberation and persistence. 
He prepared fordeath ashe wouldto retire 
to sleep. He undressed and donned his 
night robe. He put on his night-cap, an old 
jersey with a string attached 
which passed under the chin. He then 
braced the blade ofthe razor by wrapping a 
piece of cord about the part of the handle 
where the blade turns on a rivet. The blade 
was thus made as rigid as if it were a 
butcher-knife. The edge of the razor was 
nicked with many dents, so that it resembled 
a saw. A foot bath-tub was drawn near to 
the bed, and Simpson then lay down on his 
right side, Fromthe position of the body 
when found this morning the _ suicide 
stretched his head out from the bed 
in order to have his throat above 
thetub. He used the razor with his left hand 
and cut a deep gash or rather a series of 
gashes, which formed one gaping wound on 
the right side of his throat. The juzular 
vein and the arteries were severed 
and the old man’s life blood 
poured in a stream into the recepticle placed 
below for the purpose. 


THE BODY DISCOVERED. 
When Mrs. James Hodgton, who keeps the 
boarding-house, discovered the dead body 
this morning, the Dlood-besmeared razor lay 
on the floor and the foot-tub contained 
half a gallon of i. blood. Simpson’s 
care to avoid a mess was not sufficiently vig- 
ilant for there was gore on the floor about 
the tub, The police were sume 
moned and the Coroner’s office was 
notified, Deputy Ooroner Roh lung 
said that Mr. Hodgton did not want the 
officials to remove the body, but they over- 
rode his objections and took it to City Under- 
taker Sheehan’s establishment on Eleventh 
and Walnut streets. The dead man 
was about 6 years of age, tall, well 
formed and even robust. His face, partly 
covered witha long gray beard, was a famil- 
lar one. He was a solicitor for the Hope 
Mutual Fire Insurance Co., and had a 
desk in the company’s offices at Third 
and Chestnut streets. He left the office fast 
evening in a cheerful mood, and had an en- 
ga gement with M. R. Collins, the insurance 
agent for noon to-day. Mr. Simpson is be- 
lieved to have been moved to suicide, 
by a wave of melancholy which 
swept across his lonely heart, forhe was a 
widower, his second wife having died 
twenty years ago. He boarded with Mrs. 
Hodghton for many years across the street 
her present residence, the one in 
he ended his life. He

last night about 10 o’clock and talked for 
some time. What he said or how he be- 
seemed himself is not known, for Mr. Hodgh- 
ton refused to allow any information about 
the matter to ate from his house. One of 
the other boarders, however, said that Simp- 
son was unusually depressed last evening.

CASS COUNTY BOND CA3ES. 


Gov. Stone Sends an Important Message 
to the Legislature. 


JEFFERSON Citr, Mo., Feb. 28.—Gov. Stone 
sentin a message that caused a sensation in 
the two branches of the Assembly to-day. It 
was in reference to the actfon of the Federal 
Court in jailing the County Judges 
of Cass and St. Clair Counties, growing out 
ofthe long standing bond cases. The mes- 
sage set forth thatthe judges of these coun- 
tles had been confined in jail because 
they refused to assess the people 
oftheir counties to pay the interest on the 
railroad bonds issued shortly after the war. 
The judges held that the railroads were nev- 
er bullt and they would not pay the 
bonds. Wildcat railroad bonds were the 
fashion at that time and Cass County, Ake 
St. Clair, issued bonds by the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The Cass Coun- 
ty bonds were for the Neosho 
& Tebo Railroad, which was 
never built. The State Supreme Court sus- 
tained the counties in their refusal to pay for 
railroads that were never built or even sur- 
veyed, but the United States Supreme Court 
decided that the counties should pay 
asthe bond holders were innocent of any 
fraud. In his message, which will go 
on record as one of the 
most important documents of the 
administration, Gov. Stone asks that 


Congress be memorialized to enact such leg- 
islation as will so limit the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Courts as tosettle the bond Gases. 

He said further tnat the judges in these 
counties were between two fires. If they 
ordered the assessment they would 
trample on the State law, and 
if they did not ao 80 
they would suffer the penalty of the Federal 
Courts. While these judges are in jail and all 
the St. Clair County judges are now there, 
County affairs are neglected and tax assess- 
ments are not made in consequence, 

It was only recently thatthree Cass Coun- 
ty judges were released. Five thousand 
pcopies of the message were ordered printed 
in both Hhuses.

The United Stat-s Senate Will Be in con- Progress of the Post-Dispatch’s Great 
trol of the Democrats. Letter-Carriers’ Contest. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 23.—As the situa- 
tion is now the United States Senate, by the | 
election of a Democrat from North Dakota, IN 
will have, after March 4, forty-four Demo- 
cratic votes, which, with the vote of Vice- 
President Stevenson, makes the chamber 
Democratic, there being only eighty-eight 
Senators. 
The Wyoming Legislature having adjourned 
without electing a successor to Senator War- 


ren, whose term will expire March 4, the 
question has arisen here as to the power of 
the Governor of the State to appoint a Sena- 
tor to serve until the Legislature shail meet 
again. 

Precedent appears to be against the exer- 
cise of the appointing power tn such circum- 
Stances. A casein point was decided nearly 
one hundred years ago. George Reed, a Sen- 
ator from Delaware, resigned his office in 
December, 1793, The Legislature met in 
January and adjournedin February without 
electing a Senator. On March 19, 1794, the 
Governor of Delaware appointed Kensey 
Johns to the vacancy, but the Senate, by a 
vote of 20 to 7, refused to seat him. The 
ground taken was that the failure of the 
Legisiature to elect operated to prevent 
appointment by the Governor. 

A second case came up in the winter of 
1853-4. Jared W. Willfams was appointed a 
Senator from New Hampshire during a re- 
cess of the Legislature and took his seat.

LIQUID FUEL FOR ENGINES. 


Many ef the Advantages Which It Pos- 
sesses Over Coal. 


From the Engineering Magazine. 

The advantages which can be urged in fa- 
vor of the use of liquid fuel for steam mak- 
ing are many and important. First, the 
crude pétroleum has a higher calorific power 
than most of the coals, weight for weight. 
Where a crude oll can be used from which 
certain of the burning compounds have not 
been removed by refining, it is possible 4 
cure a calorific power of 21,000 heat units 
while the calorific power of coal may be put 


from 12,000 to 13,000 heat units. This means 
that one pound ‘of oli is equivalent to one and 
ten-sixteenths pounds of coal. It is often 
called one and three-quarters. 

Outside this fundamental and far-reaching 
advantage ofa high-grade liquid fuel there 
are many practical advantages which need 
only to be enumerated to convince anyone of 
the great conveniences which is permitted 
by the use of liquid fuel. They are: 

1. Diminished waste of fuel from the loss of 
combustible with the ashes and gases. 

2. A reduction in the cost of labor for hand- 
ling the fuel, whichis twofold. It is possible 
for one man with oil fuel to take care of 
many more boilers than with solid fuel. 

3. In cities it is a matter of convenience and 
economy not to provide for the disposal of 
ashes, which from the solid fuels amount to 
from 200 to 800 pounds or more to the ton, 
and, where the plant is large, have to be pro- 
vided for by special contract outside of the 
usual facilities offered by the municipal gov- 
ernment. Thereis no fine dust to clog fire 
tudes and diminish their efficiency; but this 
may sometimes be Offset by a deposit of oll 
residuals in them. 

4. Where no firing tools are required less in - 

ury is done to the brickwork of the fire- 

Tes, and grate bars do not deteriorate.; 4 

56. Repairs tothe brick work of the ash pit 
and the boiler room floors are diminished, as 

the tendency to crack when heated by hot 
cinders and quenched by water is absent. 

6. Better regulation of the fire is possible as 
the demand for steam may vary. This di- 
minishes losses of heat from blowing off at 
the safety valve, which doubtless often 
amounts to a loss of 5 per cent or over. 

The opening of the furnace doors for 
firing and cleaning is made unnecessary so 
that the boller may be expected to suffer less 
from unequal expansion and contraction. 

8. Where the engine room is also the boiler 
room the absence of dust and ashes about the 
machinery is of manifest advantage. 

9. Theabsence of sulphur is favorable to 
the life of the boiler plate, and this is 
. an advantage where there is 
moisure in the solid fuel, which permits the 
formation of an active sulphurous acid, cor- 
rosive in its character. 

10. The labor of the fireman is made much 
more agreeable, inasmuch as all the work of 
cleaning and tlie strain of standing in front 
of open furnace doors are done away with. 

11. Aboard ship, on the locomotive and 
in cities it is easier to secure a combustion 
as nearly smokeless as a due regard for 
economy will permit. For war purposes 
smokelessnessis a matter of considerable 
moment, inasmuch asa trailing banner of 
soft coal smoke will betray the presence ofa 
steamer otherwise invisible below the hor- 
izon. In the locomotive there are no ein- 
ders to annoy the travelers or the train 
crews. 

12. In the contracted fire rooms of ves- 
sels the temperature of the room can be kept 
lower, and in tropical latitudes the lot of the 
firemen will be ve 1 mitigated for 
this reason, as well as by diminishing the 
severity of their labor. 

18. On shipboard liquid fuel can be stowed 
in places where solid fuel could not be put.

THE NATIONAL CANNEBS. 


They Spent the Day in Inspecting Ma- 
chinery. 


The canners did not meet in regular session 
to-day, but. held an informal convention in 
the basement of the Exposition over by the 
Post-DisPaTcnH press and the fish tanks, 
where they had on exhibition a large assort- 
ment of machines used in the canning busi- 
mess. There were machines which would 
cut green corn from the cob, clean in up, 


pullthe silk off and throw itaway. Then 
mix the corn with the proper proportions of 
syrup, etc., cook it, put it in cansin the 
right quantities and then close the can and 
seal it up. 

There were machines which sealed and 
soldered the cans, the solder coming off a big 
spool of soldering lead drawn out intoa wire. 
There were machines for pasting on labels 
and for cleaning off the tops of cans when 
they were filled. In fact every device used 
in the canning industry was there, and 
quite an array they made. To judge from 
the vast collection of machines and the 
variety of uses to which they are put, it 
would seem that there is very little hand 
work done in putting up food products in 
caps. 

The delegates spent nearly all day looking 
over the display and comparing the merits of 
the various patents andappliances. Many 
good fat orders were secured beside by the 
enterprising manufacturers. The conven- 
tion will assemble fora short time to- mor- 
row at the Laclede Hotel to select a place for 
holding the next convention.

BANKER ENO. 


His Friends Have Strong Hopes That He 
Will Be Pardoned. 


New YORK, Feb. 23.—The friends of John 
C. Eno, the former President of the Second 
National bank, who wentto Canada in 1884, 
after losing upward of 82, 000, 000 of the funds 
ofthe bank by speculating in Wall street, 
have strong hopes that he will be pardoned, 
or rather that the United States District 
Attorney will authorize the quashing of the 
indiet nent. 

That this is the plan at present is unques. 
tionable, and Senator Hiscock is said to have 
brougbt the negotiations to such a point that 
Eno felt safe toreturn. Col. Bliss and other 
prominent Republicans are believed to have 
furthered the efforts of Senator Hiscock. 

similar efforts in Eno’s behalf were made 
three years ago, among the signatures to a 
petition which had been circulated exten- 
sively being that of Gen. Sherman and many 
well-known New Yorkers. President Har- 
rison, however, refused on Marca 9, 1891, to 
issue a pardon. 

One of the main reasons for refusal, It was 
said, was that Eno was still defying the law 
by remaining beyond the jurisdiction of the 
United states courts. It was to remove this 
objection that Eno was induced to come back 
now. If the federal action against him is 
guashed his friendsare sanguine that the 
charges in the State courts will be dropped. 

According to Eno, he does not intend to 
seek a resiuence in this Ccouatry, but will con- 
tinue to reside in Quevec, if possibie, so that 
the indictments would not be likely to bother 
him much, 

‘the dispatches announced the return of 
Eno last ivesday. He was at once admitted 
to bond and the éxamination of the case will 
come up on the third Wednesday in March. 

It was oa May 30, 1884, that young Kno fled 
from New York, and he was captured two 
days later in Montreal, Canada. Not content 
with a handsome salary as President of the 
Second National Bank, which was founded 
by his father, young Eno sought to make a 
speedy fortune by speculating in stocks. He 
purchased when prices were high ana found 
himseif foundering when a decline set in. 

He had then lost neariy $2,000,000, and in 
the vain bope of retrieving his fortune he 
dipped freely into the bank’s funds until 
$5,000,000 had disappeared. He then made 
his father acquainted with his deplorable po- 
sition. 

The elder Mr. Eno drew his check for $3,- 
500,000 and the bank directors subscribed 
$500,000 to make good the deficiency. When 
a run was started on the bank the following 
day Amos R. Eno deposited another million 
and pledged himself to advance sufficient to 
save its credit. In the meantime young Eno 
was in His elegant mansion, at No. 46 Park 
avenue, while four deputy sheriffs waited on 
the sidewalk to arrest him in civil proceed- 


ings. 

Only the police authorities, with a war- 
rant, hada right’ to force a way into the 
house, but no criminal action had been insti- 
tuted. 

Ihe charge that the directors of the bank 
had compounded a felony stirred up the Dis- 
trict-Attorney, and when the police entered 
the house to make the arrest the young man 
was not there. ‘the eider Mr. Eno came 
out with a statement that he had made up 
the deficiency, not for the purpose of shield- , 
ing his son, but in order to preserve his own 
honor and to protect the depusitors of the 
bank founded by him. 

With young Eno at the time of his capture 
in Montreal was the Rev. Fr. Ducey, 

astor of St. Leo's Roman Catholic Church. 
Fr. Ducey was also arrested, but was 28 
ly discharged. Eno sent for Mr. unbar, 
the Government Crown Prosecutor, 
and handed him a substantial retainer. Mr, 
Dunbar obtained a writ of habeas corpus, 
which was made returnable June 3. After 
hearing arguments of counsel, Judge Tessier 
declared that the warrant on which Eno was 
arrested was defective, and discharged him. 
Eno was immediately rearrested and an- 
other writ was obtained. The case came up 
again June 5. Deputy United States Marshal 
Holmes of New York was awitness. The 
case was — adjourned and the following 
day an tndictment was found against Eno for 
bringing stolen money into Canada. On July 
12 he was discha on indictment and 
was notextradited. —

INDIANS WON’T SELL. 


Commissioners to Shoshon+s and Arapa- 
hoes Fail to Buy Lands. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Feb. 23.—Gen J. M. 
Meldrom is back here from the Wind River 
reservation with news that the commission 
of which he was a member was unable to 
make a treaty for the cession of lands back 
tothe public domain. The other members 
were Judge Frank P. Sterling of Helena 
and N. B. Crump of Arkansas. They 


were at the agency a month and 
held five councils. The Indians in 
interest are Shoshones and Arapahoes to the 
number of 4,700, and they hold about 2,000, - 

000 acres of land. The whites desire for a 
settlement a strip of four miles, along the 
water ways marking the souttern border of 
the tract. The Shosbones were willing to 
sell, but the Arapahoes would not hear to 
relinguishment. The latter offered to sell 
the entir northern half of the reservation, 
but much of that land is sterile. 

At the second counci the Indians almost 
fought. Itis a matter of fact that the reser- 
vation belongs to the Shoshones, and the 
Arapahoes remain merely by sufferance. 
The squatters were reminded of this and 
their chiefs, Biack Coal and Sharp Nose be- 
came very angry. Washakie, head man of 
the other tribe, averted a collision by forcing 
an adjournment. Gen. Meldrom says there 
can no treaty until certain designing 
white men cease interfering. He intimates 
that the grazing right exercised by certain 
cattle owners has had an influence. The In- 
dians fare well, but are ing slow prog- 
ress in the direction of self-support.
